DESTRUCTIVE STORM AREAS. 

The daily record of disaster caused by the 
fioods in the Ohio River Valley is now sup- 
plemented by a still sadder record of loss of 
human life and the almost instantaneous de- 


property by the tetrifie wind-storms which 
have swept through the Southern States. 
Since Sunday last there has been a triple 
| visitation of storm areas which appear to 
have been independent of each other; the 
first a rain-storm of unusual proportions; the 
second, a snow and sleet storm accompanied 
by intense cold; and the third, a cyclone and 
electric storm, accompanied by rain and hail. 
| The first storm appeared Sunday, the 17th, 
on the Pacific coast, and soon turned the 
rivers in California into raging floods, inter- 
rupting travel, washing away railroad tracks, 
and destroying bridges, but fortunately not 
involving serious loss of life. Monday, the 
| 18th, a blizzard formed in Montana and 
Northern Dakota, moving southeast, the main 
portion ef it, however, passing through the 
northern part of Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
As the reader will remember, a touch of it 
was felt here Tuesday afternoon, accom- 
panied by a driving snow and decided change 
in 


was the cyclone which started from the Gulf 
of Mexico and traveled northeast through 
Alabama, Georgia, North and South Carolina, 
aceom panied by terrific rain and hail storms, 
and in some eases by electric storms of un- 
precedented energy. The first acctrate 
accounts locate it in Northern Georgia, 
about noon of Tuesday. As it struck in the 
vicinity of Rome at 1:30 p. m. and in the 
vicinity of Raleigh, N. C., at 8 p. m. of the 
same day, a distance of about 400 miles, it 
must have traveled about sixty miles an 
hour, though in some places the speed was 
estimated at from eighty to 100 miles per 
hour, an estimate which probably refers to 
the whirling motion rather than to the gener- 
al forward movement of the storm. 

In this grand march of the elements of de- 
structioh, this advance of the main army, as 
it were, it should be noticed that other and 
smaller columns were also at work—such as 
the storm which swept down the Ohio Val- 
ley, adding to the ravages already occasioned 
by the flood, and local cyclones, of contracted 
‘area, confined to Kentucky and Tennessee. 
It is noticeable that there is no apparent con- 
nection between these storms. Each would 
have happened without the other. The Pa- 
cific-coast storm was traveling in the wrong 


developed into the Dakota blizzard, and there

cross the mountains and become continuous. 
Tuesday afternoon, and the cyclone was 
sweeping across Georgia some hours before, 
it is evident that the two had no connection 
The Southern storm this year is two months 
earlier than the destructive one of last year, 
which occurred in April. It has swept over 
amuch greater area of country, as that was 
confined to Mississippi and Georgia, and this 
has carried death and destruction through 
four States and has been attended by natural 
phenomena and material results which are 
almost unprecedented. The loss of life has 
been terrible. In 1883 509 lives were lost by 
' tornadoes. The seven most destructive ones 
of the series killed thirteen in Arkansas, 
twenty in Texas, 250 in Georgia and Missis- 
sippi, sixty-seven in Wisconsin and Illinois, 
twenty in Indiana, twelve in Dakota, and 
fifty in Min ta, the season lasting from 
April to September. It is now probable that 
when the full list of casualties comes in from 


persons have lost their lives, as between 400 
and 500 cases have been reported already, 
and the larger part of the area remains to be 
heard from. 

The rapid succession of volcanic eruptions, 
tidal waves, floods, cyclones, blizzards, and 
other natural disturbances would seem to in- 
dicate that there has been some unusual con- 
vulsion in our atmosphere, or that the earth’s 
surface has been so changed as to interfere 
in some mysterious manner with its equi- 
librium and the equality of pressure. We 
leave this, however, to the scientists to ex- 
plain. What most concerns the unscientific 
laymen is the extraordinary increase of the 
destructive power and energy of these mani- 
festations of Mother Nature. For the last 
four or five years they have steadily in- 
creased in number, have covered wider areas, 
and have involved greater destruction of life 
and property. Unless by some unknown 
law the earth settles down to steady behavior 
it will not be long before existence upon its 
surface will become as uncertain as existence 
would be in its interior.

It is not 
because he believes that any of the Rock 
Island trustees have been switching into their 
pockets some of the coal and iron profits that 
should have gone to the stockholders that his 
billionaire virtue has broken out into 
righteous wrath. But it is because the 
Rock Island, by its alliances with 
the Cedar Rapids Road and with 
the Minneapolis & St. Louis Road, has gone 
into St. Paul and other parts of what Vander- 
bilt wanted to monopolize as his territory” 
that he has given the rein to his 2:10 
tongue.

It is a simple demand 
that the Vanderbilts be allowed to go on by 
paralleling to wreck every railroad in the 
country Whose business they want to confiscate, 
but that every property they thus attack must 
adopt the Quaker policy of non-resistance. 
There is nota word in anything of Van- 
derbilt’s utterances to show that he has the 
faintest coneeption of the crisis upon which 
railroad property is entering. He only has a 
dim autocratic feeling that he is not having 
things all his own way, and that enrages him. 
The solemn truth is, that at this moment one 
of the greatest railroad wars this country has 
ever seen has already begun. Paralleling, 
whether done by building new lines or by 
making new alliances and connections, is war, 
and that is precisely what our railroad cor- 
porations are doing—Vanderbilt’s the most 
actively of them all. He thinks he can blind 
the public to these tacts by talking to the

prevailing between the roads and advising the 
publie to buy stocks, while he is pursuing the 
policy which most surely will wreck values.

BISMARCK’S EXPLANATION. 

Bismarck’s letter to his subordinate direct- 
ing the return of the Lasker resolution in no 
wise palliates the discourtesy of which the 
German Chancellor has been guilty towards 
the American Congress, but it aggravates 
the insult which he has put upon the German 
Reichstag. Perhaps the American Congress 
may properly the ground that if the 
German Parliament submits to such an in- 
dignity at the hands of a Government Minis- 
ter as Bismarck has offered in refusing to 
transmit to it a respectful communication ad- 
dressed to it by the Parliament of a friendly 
Power, and not involving any diplomatic 
controversy, then the German Reichstag is 
not entitled to the consideration which the 
American Congress showed it in passing a 
resolution of condolence upon the ‘death of 
one of its members, and Congress made a 
mistake in recognizing the Reichstag upon 
an equal footing. Certainly Bismarck’s com- 
munication makes it more an affair between 
him and the German Parliament than be- 
‘tween him and the American Congress. 

For the rest, Bismarck’s statement of the 
reasons which have governed his conduct is 
confused and illogical. He admits that any 
recognition in a foreign country of the per- 
sonal qualities of a German, especially when 
made by so important a body as the House of 
Representatives, is gratifying to our [the 
German Government's] feelings.” Then the 
resolution was proper enough and there are 
no diplomatic reasons for rejecting it. But 
he declines to permit it to reach the German 
Reichstag because it contains an opinion re- 
garding the object and effect of Lasker’s po- 
litical activity which is opposed to my convic- 
tions.” If the German Reichstag shall acqul- 
esce in Bismarck’s dictum, then the conclusion 
will be inevitable that the German Empire is 


| a despotic Government, in which Bismarck, 


without so much as consulting the Emperor, 


„supreme. In that case the only dignified 


course the Homag.of Representatives can take 
is to pass another resolution acknowledging 
its error as a constitutional legislative body 
in addressing a communication to a mere 
creature of despotism and denouncing Bis- 
marck as a tyrant andaboor. It will then 
remain for Germany, or rather Bismarck, to 
take such action as the Government (Bis- 
marck) shall see fit to take.

Resolved, That this House has heard with 
deep regret of the death of the eminent Ger- 
man statesman Eduard Lasker.

chieftan in barbarous ages. But what 
bearing has that upon the matter? The res- 
olution was not framed to comport with his 
feudal ideas. It was not addressed to him. 
He could st as the agent for transmitting it 
to the Reichstag without surrendering any of 
his ‘‘convictions.” He could continue to 
advocate before the Emperor” his despotic 
theories of government just the same after 
sending the resolution to the German Parlia- 
ment as before. There would have been 
no inconsistency in such an attitude. 
But the fact is, that this resolution 
gave him, an opportunity to display 
before the world the full measure 
of the despotism he exercises, and he is not 
willing that the German Parliament, so called, 
shall be contaminated with any utterances ap- 
plauding popular aspirations for political and 
social freedom. He could not forego the op- 
portunity of proclaiming to the world that the 
German Reichstag is completely subservient 
to his bidding, and that he is answerable to 
nobody so long as a weak old monareh chooses 
to abdicate in his favor. 

It may be prudent for the Ameriean Gov- 
ernment to instruct its Minister at Berlin to 
ascertain definitly whether there is no means 
of bringing the resolution of the American 
Congress before the German Reichstag except 
through the German Chancellor. If Bismarck 
has not abused his own authority, and if the 
German Reichstag has no means to assert its 
own rights and dignity, then the House 
Representatives should rescind the resolution 
it passed and substitute one condoling with 
the family and friends of Lasker, and la- 
menting that his efforts and the efforts of 
other German Liberals have made absolutely 
no progress in rescuing the German people 
from a despotism which is obsolete in almost 
every other civilized country.
